A nd yet he stands today an isolated 
figure. 
It is astounding to walk 
the 
streets of some of the great German 
cities of this country and hear 
the 
criticism his own countrymen direct 
toward him. 
It Is just as astounding 
as It is to view the manner in which 
practically all of the powers of Europe 
have dashed at his throat. Of them 
all, he seems to be practically bereft | 
of powerful friends, and his enemies 
though they may not be striking him 
hard, etill surround him, the big ones 
menacing him, tho little ones pecking 


at him. 
Kaiser Wilhelm has 
long believed 
that the rest of the world is jealous of 
Germany—jealous of 
her commerce 
her strength, the loyalty of her peo­ 
ple. Whether that is au obsession, or 
whether it is founded in fact, would 
be most difficult to determine. But it 
may be that the kaiser’s unremitting 
military and naval acthity has 
kept 
Burope in 
such 
an 
uncomfortable 
state of apprehension as to cause ail 
the nations to accuse the kaiser 
of 
sinister designs which he may never 
have held. 
Surrounded as he is, 
un 
supported by 
powerful 
allies, 
the 
kaiser is the central figure 
in 
this 
crisis. In his haud is the gage of bat­ 
tle. 
Likewise, he holds most of 
the 
possibilities of peace. 
As to sympathy for or against the 
kaiser, that is not the 
American’s 
business. Americans lia\e always ad 
mir«nl the man’s skill and character. 
His reign has 
been 
pacific. 
Ills 
weight has always been on the side 
of peace. 
He has given the arts the 
place they deserve in public life L**t 
not one poin tof all this be forgotten 
as he stands now beleaguered round 
about by armed opponents. 
The sympathy of the American peo­ 
ple* must be for peace. Peace in Ger­ 
many' Peace in Prance!

Tokio, August 24.—Japan declared 
war on Germany Sunday and Japan’s 
fleet immediately 
began 
operations 
against Kiau-Chau, the German lease­ 
hold in China. 
Simultaneously 
an 
expeditionary 
land force was sent aboard transports 
for the purpose of attacking Kiau- 
Chau from the rear. 
The government Sunday afternoon 
handed the German ambassador Ids 
passports ami notified the powers that 
a state of war existed between Japan 
and Germany. 
The ambassador is ex­ 
pected to board an American vessel in 
this port Thursday. 
The declaration of war came im­ 
mediately after noon, the time of the 
expiration of Japan’s ultimatum 
to 
Germany, in which it was demanded 
that Germany abandon her Chinese 
territory and either remove her war 
vessels from Chinese waters or dis- 
i mantle -them. 
Germany ignored t ie 
ultimatum. 
Official Japanese 
circles 
estimate 
that three months will be required to 
reduce Tsing-Tau, the fortification at 
Kiau-Chau. 
The German garrison is 
reported to be fully provisioned for a 
siege of eight months.

MIKADO ACTS TO 
PUT OUT TEUTON 


Tokio, A ugust 24.—Jap an declared 
w ar on G erm any Sunday and Ja p an ’s 
fleet im m ediately began 
operations 
against Kiau-Chau, the Germ an lease­ 
hold iii China. 
Sim ultaneously 
an 
expeditionary 
land force was sent aboard tran sp o rts 
for tho purpose of attacking Kiau- 
iChau from the rear. 
The governm ent Sunday afternoon 
handed th e G erm an am bassador Ids 
passports and notified the powers th a t 
a state of war existed between Japan 
and Germany. 
The am bassador is ex­ 
pected to board an A m erican vessel in 
this port T hursday. 
The declaration of w ar cam e im­ 
m ediately after noon, the tim e of th e 
expiration of Ja p an ’s ultim atum 
to 
Germ any, in w hich it was dem anded 
that G erm any abandon her Chinese 
territory and eith er rem ove her w ar 
vessels from C hinese w aters or dis- 
G erm any ignored Fie 
ultim atum . 
Official Japanese 
circles 
estim ate 
that three m onths will he required to 
reduce Tsing-Tau, th e fortification a t 
Kiau-Chau. 
T he G erm an garrison is 
reported to be fully provisioned for a 
siege of eight m onths.

Sir George Paish In his paper, the 
Statist of London, says that at no 
time in history has the economic < on- 
dition of the world improved as rapid­ 
ly or as much as in the last hundred 
I years. 
While all countries have not 
Anderson advanced at an equal rate, all have

statistics also show that of the triplt 
entente Russia alone produces food 
products more than sufficient for her 
own needs.

"It is probable that a few things, 
such ¡»s cotton, will be cheaper, be- j 
caust* th** paralysis of European indus­ 
try will prevent Europe from absorb­ 
ing our raw materials, and thus our 
own market will be glutted w ith them. 
“But this effect will be but tern 
porary. All that will count in the long 
run will be w hat will amouut t<> a per 
manent advance in the capital charge, 
or rate of interest, and the setback in 
the technique of production which 
must invariably follow such a general 
disturbance. 
History Guide to Future. 
“Probably there i* not au im portant 
American industry which does n»>t 
somewhat benefit through ideas im­ 
ported from Germany. When German 
j production comes to a standstill the 
, advance of German technique will halt, 
1 and the whole world will suffer to 
some extent 
"In history we have several instances 
which may be used ¡is hints ¡is to the 
nature of events to come.

Effect of War Century Ago. 
No parallel for this war in scope of 
operations or number of combatants 
Involved has been presented since the 
war which began on May 20, 1803, be­ 
tween France and England. It virtual­ 
ly lasted twelve years and every gov­ 
ernment of Europe was eventually en­ 
gaged. 
After all was over followed years of 
complete prostration for the European 
continent, which had been ravaged by 
the armies. 
Great expansion of Eng­ 
land's commerce resulted when it had 
driven the French navy from the seas. 
The neutral United States became one 
of the great commercial and marine 
powers of the world, with a sea tra»le 
which it had never possess**d before 
and which it never lost until the civil 
war. These are interesting precedents 
to recall even in the present vastly al­ 
tered trade and commerce.
